The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not appear to disclose or suggest a motivation to combine a method of

modifying the shape of tissue adjacent to a lumen by delivering a device having an 
anchor and a connector, which Includes a focal deflector, or a reshaper device disposed 
between the proximal and distal anchors extending from the anchor. The method 
Includes the steps of placing the tissue shaping device Into a lumen adjacent the target 
tissue, expanding and locking the anchor into an expanded configuration to secure the 
device within a lumen wall; and applying a proxlmally directed force on the distal 
anchor, wherein applying the proxlmally directed force on the distal anchor apples a 
shaping force from the focal deflector against the lumen wall to modify the shape of the 
target tissue; expanding the proximal anchor, and wherein anchoring the proximal 
anchor occurs before ceasing the proxlmally directed force.
